W ashin gton , Dec. 18.—The Republic­ 
an n ation al com m ittee con clud ed its 
labor for reform in party proced ure 
an d laun ched Its campaign for a re­ 
un ion of w arrin g elem en ts by ad opt­ 
in g a resolution provid in g for a rad i­ 
cal chan ge in the basis of represen ta­ 
tion in n ation al n om in atin g con ven ­ 
tion s which would red uce the quota of 
Southern states from 83 to 16 per 
cen t of the con ven tion ’s total. 
The action of the com m ittee, criti­ 
cised in vigorous term s by several of 
its m embers, but mad e un an imous be­ 
fore ad journ m en t, m ust be en d orsed 
by states en titled to cast a m ajority 
of votes in the electoral college be­ 
fore it becomes party law. 
In ord er th at such action shall be 
taken promptly 
the 
com m ittee ap­ 
poin ted a subcom m ittee of three, con ­ 
sistin g of Charles Ii. W arren of Michi­ 
gan , Sen ator Borah of Id aho an d Gov­ 
ern or Hatfield of W est Virgin ia, to 
prepare an ad d ress to the states urg­ 
in g im m ed iate ratification of the pro­ 
posal. 
Approval by the states will in sure 
a call from the n ation al com m ittee 
for the n ation al con ven tion of 1816 
alon g the lin es laid d own . 
The m irgan ization plan came as a 
com prom ise which reflected the views 
of man y com m itteem en that Southern 
represen tation should be red uced , but 
n ot brought to the van ishin g p o in t It 
read s as follows: 
“Con fid en t that the action of this 
com m ittee, 
represen tin g 
practically 
the un an im ous sen tim en t of the Re­ 
publican electors of the states, will be 
ratified by the Republican electors of 
the states. 
“Re it resolved , th a t this com m it­ 
tee shall issue a call for the n ation al 
con ven tion to be held in 1916, to n omi­ 
n ate can d id ates for presid en t an d vice 
presid en t, 
in 
accord an ce 
with 
the 
followin g basis of represen tation : 
Basis o f Representatio n. 
“Each 
state shall 
be en titled 
In 
such con ven tion to four d elegates-at- 
large, on e d elegate-at-large for each 
represen tative in con gress at large 
from an y state, on e d elegate from 
each 
con gression al d istrict. 
“An ad d ition al d elegate shall be se­ 
lected 
from each con gression al 
d is­ 
trict in which the vote either for Re­ 
publican presid en tial electors in 1808, 
o r fo r the Republican can d id ate fo r 
con gress in 1 91 4 shall n ot have been 
less than 7,600, an d for each d elegate 
chosen an altern ate d elegate shall be 
chosen in the sam e m an n er an d at the 
sam e tim e to act in the absen ce of the 
d elegate. 
“Provid ed , however, that the above 
basis of represen tation shall n ot be 
m ad e the basis of the call for the 
n ation al con ven tion to be held in 
1916, un less prior to Jan . I, 1915, Re­ 
publican state con ven tion s held un d er 
the laws of the states, or called by 
the Republican state com m ittees of 
the states in such n um ber of slates 
as are en titled to cast a m ajority of 
the votes in the presen t electoral col­ 
lege, shall ratify the aition of this 
com m ittee In respect to d eterm in in g 
this basis of represen tation ." 
Accord in g to figures subm itted by 
the subcom m ittee the uew plan would 
red uce the total n um ber of d elegates 
from 1,078, as in 1912, to 993.

Postm aster Gen eral Burleson , tran s­ 
mitted to con gress. 
Con cern in g the acquisition of tele- 
j phon e an d telegraph lin es Mr. Burle- 
1 son says that the govern men t has 
! d emon strated its capacity to con d uct 
I public utilities an d , from his presen t 
in formation , he is in clin ed clearly to 
the takin g over by the postoffice d e­ 
partm en t of the telegraph lin es an d , 
possibly, also, of the telephon e lin es. 
Discussin g this the postm aster gen ­ 
eral says: 
“A stud y of the con stitution al pur­ 
poses 
of 
the 
postal 
establishmen t 
lead s to the con viction that the post­ 
office d epartmen t should have con trol 
over all mean s of commun ication of 
in telligen ce. 
The first telegraph lin e 
in this coun try was main tain ed an d 
operated as a part of the postal ser.- 
ice an d it is to be regretted that con ­ 
gress saw' fit to relin quish this facil­ 
ity to private en terprise. 
“The successful operation of the 
parcel post has d emon strated the ca­ 
pacity of the govern men t to con d uct 
the public utilities which fall proper­ 
ly within the postal provision of tho 
Con stitution . 
“Every argum en t in favor of the 
govern m en t ow n ership 
of telegraph 
lin es may be ad van ced with equal 
logic an d force in favor of the govern 
m eat ow n ership of telephon e lin es." 
Discusses Bo o kkeeping Metho ds. 
Postm aster Gen eral Burleson pre­ 
sen ts an elaborate statem en t of the 
fin an cial operation s of the postoffice 
d epartm en t, in clud in g a d iscussion of 
the m ethod s of bookkeepin g, which he 
has chan ged . 
“It is gratifyin g to report,” says he, 
“th a t the total ex pen ses of m ain tain ­ 
in g the postal service for the fiscal 
year en d ed Jun e 30, 1913, 1b foun d to 
be ex ceed ed by the reven ues for the 
sam e period ; that there is an actual 
surplus of $3,841,906.78; an d that the 
postal service is n ow for the first 
tim e sin ce 1883 self-supportin g. 
“The prime con sid eration in perfect­ 
in g the person n el of the jjostal serv­ 
ice shall be to organ ize efficien cy an d 
to elimin ate partn ership. 
In the ex ­ 
ten sion of service an d in the imposi­ 
tion of charges th * govern men t must 
be guid ed n ot by the con sid eration of 
profit, but by the n eed s ut the peo­ 
ple.” 
Iii con n ection with what Is referred 
to as the "prod igious growth” of the 
parcel post service, particularly, Mr. 
Burleson d iscusses ad d ition al compen ­ 
sation to the railroad s for carryin g 
the mails. 
In con clusion 
Postmaster Gen eral 
Burleson poin ts out that 
the post­ 
office d epartm en t is essen tially a busi­ 
n ess in stitution . whit Ii touches every 
home in the lan d . 
“For this 
reason ,” he 
says, “the 
merit system should be ad hered to in 
tile po sto ffice department above all 
others, to secure the highest stan d ard 
of efficien cy.”
